The Redmen were leading 60-50 with just five seconds re- 
maining in the game when Chris Ellis, Mustang captain and star performer, received a pass from center John Girvin, 
went up with his deadly jump shot and saved the day for Western. His basket came just two seconds before the buzzer 
that ended the ball game.

Pre-Engineering Courses 



There seems to be a new trentl in enKincoriiiB 
«rJucntlon which results from a growing dlssnl- 
Isfactlon with the average graduate, and lite 
curricula of many fi-IiooIh have been altered to 
Include a year or more of outside subjects. 

Engineering Is one of the most importnnt 
bases of civilization and over the past few 
decades has been the fastest growing profession. 
The field is still wide open. The outflow of 
graduates^ from technical schools and universities 
is Bt 111 far short of the demand. 

Someday, perhaps, tilings will not he so; hut 
the advantages of a pre-cngineerlng course are 
not only based on the wish to limit students when 
the demand for engineers become limited, al- 
though this might lie a major factor. Other ben- 
efits of such n course may bring it sooner into 
complete existence. 

Selection of potential engineers Is always a 
problem. Currently, a selection committee must 
choose students from varied educational hack- 
grounds ami circumstances. A pre-cuginccring 
course would enable the faculty to watch the 
prospects nnd Judge their merits under compar- 
able conditions. Kven without rigidly controlled 
situations better education Is possible as Is seen 
In other professional schools, such as medicine, 
law nnd dentistry. 

Most students enter an engineering course 
when they are nulle young. Many select this 
career witli only hazy notions about the require- 
ments and duties of an engineer, anil, unfortun- 
ately, some of these young men regret their 
decision when it is too late to change. It might 
he better for students to mature more, before 
choosing a formal training program. 



Engineering students start under the criticism 
that they are uneducated technicians, but most 
realize that their curriculum has limited the 
scope of their knowledge and Interests. This self- 
realization of Ignorance comes as a shock. But 
do not let us demerit the engineer. He is the 
only university student deliberately trained to 
create. While he resents taunts, he is a realist," 
(|iilck to recognize his. limitations and willing to 
study to overcome them. The engineering mind is 
a mnsculino mind and hence demnnds masculine 
Interests. Not that it is a practical mind. Hence, 
pre-englneering courses must be of some use to 
the engineer. Although In fields other than his 
own, tbey must give him interest, knowledge and 
awareness which will bo valuable to him. It is 
not enough to try to culture him. The baslti 
for the Instruction must be logical, else he will 
be quick to realize the Incongruity. 

There are many courses which could be put 
into such a curriculum. Various science courses 
would he desirable. The maturing pre-englneer- 
ing student could learn to develop an Interest in 
biology. Brief instruction would outline the spec- 
ulations of the humanities and social sciences. 

A danger exists that these other courses 
might lure the student awny, yet this is really 
an advantage. A well-designed three or four 
year course should really encourage the student 
to ndopt his best choice. The difficulty of the 
extra expense should someday he overcome by 
scholarships and bursaries. The majority would 
graduate Into the technical degree course more 
mature, better ..educated, with a wider Inqui- 
sltlveness and especially with a stable Interest 
in engineering.

The Students' Society Meeting 



fJear Sir, 

I would like to draw attention to a number of 
events occurring at last week's Students' Society 
meeting, which because of their swiftness, sud- 
denness nnd unexpectedness resulted in a pre- 
viously orderly and well-handled meeting coming 
to a chaotic and absurd conclusion. 

Herewith is a brief resume of the events In 
question: 

Following discussion at great length, the 
chairman recognized a speaker who moved that 
the question be put. Tills meant calling for a vote 
on the motion under discussion, namely an 
amendment to the main motion in favour of a fee 
raise hut specifying the distribution of the new 
revenues. This was duly seconded. Naturally (nnd 
this Is an Important point and will be made clear 
shortly) there was no discussion and after the 
assembly approved this motion, the above-men- 
tioned amendment was voted on and defeated. 

At this point, a speaker moved, and his mo- 
tion was seconded, that the main motion be put. 
Instead of following the previous procedure, the 
chairman now allowed discussion and recognized 
twospeakers, one of whom made an amendment 
to raise the fees only one dollar. With no further 
discussion, this amendment was voted on and de- 



feated. In light of a rapidly disappearing quorum, 
a spenker who moved to adjourn was recognized 
and tills motion was passed. 

The point nt .stake Is: According to parlia- 
mentary procedure a motion that the question be 
put "precludes debate nnd amendment" becnusc 
Its purpose Is "to close debate peremptorily and 
bring the assembly to an Immediate vote on the 
pending question." It also "takes precedence of 
motions to amend." 

Why was parliamentary procedure, so strictly 
adhered to up to the point under discussion, so 
suddenly abandoned? Could It have been that 
the SICC members felt that a one dollar raise 
would have been more palatable to the assembly, 
because an examination of the minutes will show 
that this last amendment was introduced by a 
Council member? 

Until the end of the meeting, there was no 
inkling given to the student body that a one 
dollar raise was an answer to the problem. 

The conclusions drawn, unfortunately, were 
the only ones In light of the hurry and confusion 
which surrounded the dying minutes of the Meet- 
ing. I hope they can nnd will be adequately ex- 
plained.

Klls, writing in a lend editor- 
ial, called for further campus 
consideration of |H>sslhlc chan- 
ges In tho Knllt-Ye anil noteil 
that a committee hnd lieen set 
up to look Into suggestions al- 
ready received. 
• The Fallt-Ye (circulation 700) 
publishes each Friday night, and 
places strong emphasis on student 
opinion articles and news and 
feature material of local appeal.

Tho following Motion to amend the Constitution of the Arts and Science Un- 
dergraduate Society will be presented for consideration at tho meeting of 
the Society to be hold at I p.m. on Wednesday, February 24, 1954. 

That Article X, Section B be amended to read : " 

"The first, second and third year classes of the Arts and Science Faculty 
shall each elect a President. The fourth year class shall elect a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer."
